The improvements in paper making kave 


jextendéd in this country with a rapidity 
| hardly equaled by any other branch of man- 


ufactures. We were impressed With this 
fact, the other day, when looking through 
the ‘extensive paper-mills of Messrs. How- 
ard & Lathrop, at South Hadley Canal. 
The system of making paper by hand, is 
now almost discarded. It was a slow, 
awkward process, and required the labor of 
three men a day to make what is now ac- 
complished by a machine in about one hour. 
The pulp, made of rags, is taken up by a 
sheet of flannel wound tightly round a cy- 
linder. tis then passed on over and be- 
tween otber successive cylinders, heated 
with steam, until it is thrown off at the other 
end, a continuous sheet of papër, perfect in 
all fts parts, of the proper width, and dried; 
nearly ready for the printer’s use. 

The pulp which is taken up at one end of 
the;machine, and delivered as paper at the 
other end, traverses a distance of about ten 
feet from one extremity to the other, and 
the'time occupied in the process hardly ex- 
ceeds three minutes! There are various 
other improvements of Jess magnitude, but 
of great importance, such as bleaching the 
rags, reducing them to pulp; and in drying 
the) paper. Formerly every sheet was sub- 
jected to the awkward process of drying 
updn poles, whereas it is now dried upon 
heated cylinders; receiving at the same time 
a most beautiful finish. 

Messrs. Howard & Lathrop have in ope- 
ration the Patent Cylindrical Machine, 
about which there has been so much litiga- 
tion between themselves and Mr. David 
Ames, of Springfield. This machine has 
enabled paper makers to reduce the price 
of paper neariy fifty per cent. and there has 
been a common feeling among them the 
couatry over, to resist the exactions of Mr. 
Ames, who claims this important machine 
as his own, when the fact has clearly 


enough been established that it is, on his | 


part, a surreptitious invention! Messrs. 
Howard & Lathrop have for years been 
harassed with expensive and tedious law- 


_suits by Mr. Ames, and they still resist his 
preposterous demands.

Num- 
bers of fences and roofs were blown away 
and scattered all over town. The violence

Only four lives 
were lost; and; comparatively speaking; but 
few goods were damaged; and we are hap- 
py to state to you, that our warehouses es- 
caped without suffering in the least, nor 
any of the large quantity of goods stored in 
them. 

More dreadful, however, was the destruc- 
tion of both lives and preperty botli in the 
Brazos de Santiago and in the Boca del 
Rio. In the former the sea rose six feet; 
and all the houses in the place, except only 
one, which it left in a tottering condition, 
were either litetally blown to pieces; or re- 
moved to a great distance from their origin- 
al location; the barracks customhouse stores 
among the rest. The schooner Apispa 
was driven a distance from the Bay, and is 
now high and dry near the Sand-hills. 
The Sophia, after losing her masts, was 
driven ashore, and is now ‘igh and dry oh 
the site where formerly stood the custom- 
house stores. Near to her is the schooner 
Oceana: Curgoes of both vessels will be 
saved, although that of thé Oceana; mostly 
insured in Hamburg, will probably be dam- 
aged: The Vessel will we are afraid never 
be got off again. Numbers of hve8 were 
lost; and the remainder of the population 
took refuge on the sand hills, burying them- 
selves in the sand. Many lost their lives 
in endeavoring td reach them; and every 
soul would have perished if the storm had 
lasted two hours longer. In the Boca del 
Rio, the schooner Spations was driven to 
sea without a person on board; the captain 
and crew swam ashore. Thé Tellfare, of 
New York, was driven on shore, but will 
be got off again. The Matamoros and 
Henry escaped without any serious injury. 
Many lives were also lost here, houses 
blown away, &c., &c, Nearly all the 
boats of the pilots, &c., were driven to sea 
or lost. At Bocachita and the Bunita, four 
men were drowned, and the large ferry boat 
swept away; so that we are now without 
any means of getling goods to town from

the best interests of the whole people of Arkansas ; 
which convention, when met, shall first determine, 
by a majority of the whole number elected, whether 
or nòt it be expedient, at that time, to form a con- 
stitution and state government for the people within 
this Territory ; and if it be determined to te ex: 
pedient, the cunverition niay then proceed to form 
a constitution and state government: Provided, 
the same shall be republican, and not inconsistent 
with, or repugnant to, the constitution of the Uni- 
ted States. ; 

Secrion 3. And be it further enacted, That, in 
case the said convention shall form a constitution 
and state government for the people of the Territa: 
ry of Arkansas, the said convention, as soon thete- 
after as may be, shall cause a true copy of said 
constitution or frame of government to be trans- 
mitted to Congress for its approbation; which, 
when appieved of by Cdngresa, and Arkangas ad- 
mitted into the Union as a state, according to the 
principles of the federal constitution, shall be the 
constitution and supreme law of the State of Ar- 
kansas, i N 
_ BecTIðs 4. And be it further enactéd, That said 
Convention shall be the judge of the qualification 
and election of its own members ; shall make its own 
officers, by-laws, arid rezulaticng; and shall have 
power to preserve order, and to imprison for con- 
tefnpts for any period not beyond the end of its 
sessions; and that cach mémber thereof may receive 
the suim of twö dollats per day duting his attend- 
ance in said Convention, and two dollars for every 
twenty-five miles’ travel in going to and returning 
from the place of holding said convention: and the 
services and compensation of the members of said 
convention shall be certified by the President of said 
convention ard countersigned by its secretary, 
which certificates shall be sufficient vouchers to the 
Auditor of the Territory, who, upon such certificates 
being presented, is hereby required to issue warrants 
for iie several amounts to the respective members, 
directed to the Treasurer of the Territory, who is 
hereby required to pay the sume as other debts. 

Section 5. And be it further enacted, That all 
the necessary expenses of said‘ convention, for a 
gecretary, door-keepers, or other necessaty officers 
of said convention, stationary, fuel, house-rent, or 
any other convenience necessary to the comfort of 
said convention, or the progression of its business, 
shall be paid out of the Territorial Treasury ; and 
the certificate of the President of said conventidii;
